El Dorado, now the representative 
from the 7th, is almost certain to 
draw new opposition. If Boyd Tack- 
ett decides against running for gov- 
ernor, he is almost sure to be ote 
of Harris' opponents. Tackett now 
represents the 4th district. ..

Prime Minister 
Won't Rearm 
the Japanese 


Tokyo, Sept. 14 — M') — Prime 


Minister Shigeru Yoshida, the lit- 
tle, cigar smoking stalcsman who 
guided Japan along the road to in- 
dependence, told the Japanese peo- 
ple today he would refuse to re- 
arm this vanquished nation. 


The 72-year-old Yoshida's stand 


was viewed in some quarters as ... 
dicating that he would step out of 
office just as soon as the historic 
U.S.-Japan security pact is ratifiec 
and becomes law. 


He instructed his countrymen to 


keep faith with the Western world. 


Yoshida made his remarks at a 


news conference only three hours 
after he returned from San Fran- 
cisco where he saw Japan 
once 


again take its place among the na- 
tions of the world. 


He spoke in tho beautiful prime 


minister's residence behind the diet 
(parliament) building. 


Yoshida was asked point 


whether Japan would have
